In this county we viſited the meet- 
ings at Sowpart, Sykeſide, Egletonby,

_ Hartley-hall, the Holme, Pardſey, 
Crosfield, Broughton, - and Cocker- 
mouth; and then left Cumberland, 
having been much comforted amon 
friends, and had ſeveral large and good 
meetings; for we found a great num- 
ber of fincere ſenſible friends therein, 
and many faithful elders yet living, 
whoſe ſervice was great, and by whoſe 
care, through the help of Divine Pro- 
vidence, things were kept in comely 
order in the church.

parts went home with us, amongſt 
others, and ſaid publickly in the com- 
pany, our method, and the manner of 


accompliſhing our marriages, was the 
moſt ſolemn, and preferable to all the 
methods of marriage in the world. 


I tarried at home with my huſband 


ſome time; and when I tound my 
mind engaged to viſit friends in the 


eaſt part of our country, acquainted 


him therewith; to which he freely 
conſented.

met with my couſin Rachel Bell, who

Then finding myſelf clear, I left my 
companion there, and got home to my 
dear huſband and mother the laſt day 
of the ſame month, and found all well.

comfort to his people wherever they 
come, and enabled to diſcharge them- 
ſelves faithfully to his glory; and when 
we ſo do, the of peace will 
be our abundant reward. 


We. proceeded on our journey to 
Norton, Middlewich, Newton in the 
foreſt, and Cheſter, viſiting the meet 
ings af friends; and to Hunterſton, 
being Nantwich meeting, to which 
many people came, not of our profeſ- 
ſion, who behaved themſelves ſoberly 
and attentively, divers being reached; 
for the power and good preſence of 
Chriſt was with us. Having intended

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no further than Cheſter at our firſt 


ſetting out, and ſo to return back 
through the other ſide of the county, 
we had not acquainted friends that our 
viſit might exceed the bounds of thoſe 
two counties, and. Kendal ; we were 
therefore now at a ſtand, and not being 


ealy to proceed the way we had pro- 


poſed, as a freſh: concern came upon 


me to viſit friends in North-Wales ; we 


in great humility deliberately conſider- 
ed the thing, and, in freely giving up 
to the motion of life, found peace ; 
and our way being clearly opened unto 
us, we returned back towards Cheſter 
again, and came to Wrexham in Den- 
bighſhire, where we had a good meet-

and the young convinced much com- 
forted and confirmed in the bleſſed 
truth, in a ſenſe of the love of: God to 
them; we were alſo comforted with 
them, and high praiſes were given 
unto 
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unto God for his bleſſed viſitation re- 
newed to his people that day. 


On the firſt- day following we had a 
meeting pointed at the houſe of 
William 4 wley, there being divers 


convinced in that part of the count 


many friends met us from el diftanc 
parts where we had been, and a num- 
ber of other profeſſions being gathered 
together, we had a large aſſembly, and 


a full and good opportunity amongſt

After the meeting 
we parted with them, and in particular 
with our worthy ancient friend Robert 
Griffith, who had accompanied us from 
Dolobran during our ſtay in Wales, 
and been of great ſervice to us.

cheſter; then finding ourſelves clear,

which time, there was a particular vi- 
ſitation of truth to the people about

to viſit them, and divers being con- 
vinced, joined with friends.

the children of Iſrael, ſaying, This 
“ is the thing which the Lord com- 
„ manded, ſaying, Take ye from a- 
+ mongſt you an offering unto the 
„Lord, whoſoever is of a willing 
3 heart, & c. And they came every 
“ one whole heart ſtirred him up, and 
% every. one whom his ſpirit made 
willing, and they brought the Lord's 
offering to the work of the taberna- 


„ cle of the congregation, and for all 
& his ſervice, and for the holy gar- 
« ments; and they came both men 


e and women, as many as were willing- 
« hearted, &c. And all the women, 
% whoſe hearts ſtirred them up in wiſ- 


40 5 ſpun goats hair, &c.“ Exod. 
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xxxv. 59 5. 21, 22. 26. And divers 
ſervices we may find, for the carrying 
on of the Lord's work, the holy women 
in that day were employed in, aſſiſting 
in concurrence with the men in the 
work of the tabernacle ; which I look 
upon as figurative, mines forth 
ſomething of the inward work of the 


holy ſpirit of Jeſus: Chriſt, in. men 
and women under the glorious: goſpel 


diſpenſation. But to come more cloſe 
to the point, we may obſerve, © That 
Miriam the propheteſs, the fiſter of

of which, Deborah a propheteſs and a 
judge in Iſrael, and Huldah the pro 
pheteſs, are eminent inftances.

wornen in the church is no new thing, 
but was practiſed amongſt the people 
of God 1 in ancient days. 


I now ſhall proceed to obſerve, that 
the ſame was to be continued in the lat- 
ter days, or diſpenſation of the goſpel ;

Phet Joel, perſonating the Almighty : 
« And it ſhall come to paſs afterward, 
< that I will pour out my Spirit upon 
„ all fleſh, and your ſons and your 
$; daughters ſhall propheſy, &c. And 
< alſo upon the ſervants and upon the 
% handmaids, in thoſe days will 1 
pour out my ſpirit, and I will ſhew 
“ wonders in the heavens and in the 
<«< earth, de Joel i. 28, 29, 30. 
So if daughters have the Spirit of the 
Lord poured forth upon them, as well 
as ſons, why may they not preach, 
pray, or propheſy, when led and mo- 
ved thereunto by the Spirit, as well as 
ſons : . 


Paſſing now from the Old Win 
to the new, we find a notable inſtance 
in Anna the propheteſs, who © gave 
K 2 8 thanks, 
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thanks, and ſpake of the Lord Jeſus 
.<< Chriſt unto all them who looked for 


e redemption in Jeruſalem:“ Luke 
ii. 36. 38. Here was a woman preach- 
er, who taught or propheſied in the 
temple of the Lord; an early preacher 
of the Son of God, the Saviour of the 
world. But, I ſuppoſe, | the chief 
. in thy mind aginſt women's 
- preaching, ariſes from that ſaying of 
the apoſtle Paul. in his firſt epiſtle to 
the Corinthians, chap. xiv. verſ. 34, 
3 5. „Let your women keep ſilence 

in the churches : for it is not per- 


<« mitted unto them to ſpeak ; but 
they are commanded to be under 
„ obedience, as alſo faith the law. 


« And if they will learn any thing, 


4 let them aſk their huſbands at _ 8 


< for it is a ſhame for women to 
« in the church.“ It appears to 0 
been only to ſome married women at 
Corinth the apoſtle gave that charge; 
and none can juſtly draw from his 


Words, that he thereby meant to pro- 


hibit all women from preaching and 
E K pls in publick aſſemblies; for 
it is Jon from the text, that thoſe 


3 : . Corinthian 5 


„ 
Corinthian women were not ſuch as 
prophefied, or had a word of exhorta- 
tion to give; but buſy-bodies, aſking 
queſtions which diſturbed and troubled 
the church: but thoſe, amongſt us, 
whom the Lord has concerned to preach 
the goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, and declare 
the glad-tidings of life and ſalvation 
by him, to poor captivated fouls, are 
not found aſking queſtions to trouble 
the church; but labouring in the gift 
God has given them, that people may 
come to be turned from darkneſs to 
light, and from the power of Satan to 
God; which was the concern of goſpel 
miniſters in former days. Such wo- 
men, as the apoſtle ſpeaks againiſt, 
were to learn of their huſbands at 
home; which unplies, they wanted 
Auch jnſtruction as their huſbands might 
be able to give. We read, Philip had 
four daughters, - virgins, who did pro- 
pheſy, Acts xxi. 9. and though Paul 
and his company tarried there about a 
year after he had ſo wrote to the Co- 
rinthians, yet we do not find, that he 
in any wiſe diſapproved the propheſy- 

ing of thoſe godly virgins; and we 
| = 5 . may 
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may juſtly conclude, that if womens 
preaching or propheſying had been 
put an end to by the coming of Chriſt, 

and was not to be lobed: in the goſ- 
pel diſpenſation, Philip, an evange- 
It, would not have ſuffered his own 


AHaughters to. propheſy, who were vir- 
gins under his own care, as may rea- 


Jonably be ſuppoſed: nor did the other 


apoſtles, in their general epiſtles to the 
believers, give any ſuch commandment 
to the churches ; which,, no doubt, 
they would have done, if in the goſpel 
diſpenſation the Holy Ghoſt had pro- 
hibited women being ſo concerned. 

Befides, fuch a prohibition would have 
been a: plain contradiction to the pro- 
phecy of Joel, before mentioned: and 
it alſo appears very clear, that the 
apoſtle Faul never intended ſuch a 
limitation, who gave ſuitable advice, 
how women ſhould behave themſelves 
when exerciſed in praying and prophe- 
ſying, as thou mayſt read in 1 Cor. xi. 

They that conclude the apoſtle intend- 

ed to exclude all women from praying 
and propheſying, make him inconſiſt- 
ent with himnſelt, to —— a way in 
one 
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one place, how to perform orderly and 
decently, what he diſapproved in ano- 
ther. But the ſame apoſtle is very 
clear when he faith, For as many 
“ of you as have been baptized into 
* Chriſt, have put on Chriſt,” There 
bags neither Jew nor Greek, there is 
„ neither. bond nor free, there is nei- 
Ather male nor female; for ye are all 
4 one in Chriſt Jeſus.” Gul. Ki. 275 
28. Then if there be no difference 
between male and female, but all one 
in Chriſt, why may not all be like 
8 partakers of the gift off his grace, 
thereby to be made to ſpeak in his 
name, and exhort all to believe in him 
and obey him? And it is likewiſe to 
be obſerved, that in the ſame chapter 
the apoſtle adviſed the women at Co- 
rinth not to trouble the church, he 
ſaith, Ve may all propheſy one by 
one, that all may. learn, and all 

may be comforted:“ 1 Cor; xiv. 31. 
from whence it may be as ſtrongly 
argued, the apoſtle meant they might 
propheſy, though not required of them 
by the Lord fo. to do; as to ſay he 
forbad women to propheſy; though 
the

the Lord required it of them: for 
ſaying, © You may all propheſy,” in- 
cluded the women of Corinth as well 
as the men, if moved thereto by the 
Spirit of the Lord. And though the 
apoſtle ſaith, Let the women learn 
jn ſilence with all ſubjection, but 1 
« ſuffer not a woman to teach, nor to 
% uſurp authority over the man, but 
“ to be in ſilence, &c.” 1 Tim. ii. 
II, 12. Reſpecting this I ſhall ob- 
ſerve, that thoſe women whom God 
hath poured forth of his Holy Spirit 
upon, and filled their hearts fo with 
his living word, that they cannot hold 
their peace, but a neceſſity from the 
Lord is upon them to preach the goſ- 
pel of glad-tidings, to thoſe who are 
captives to ſin, that they may come 
under the government of the law of 
the Spirit of Life, that ſets free from 
the law of ſin and death; having been 
made living witneſſes of the work of 
= God in their own hearts, and experi- 
1 enced a bleſſed change wrought there- _ 
1 in, and a concern raiſed to call others 
. to ſeek after the Lord, and fear him; 
theſe can direct into the way that leads 
| 8 1 5 | to 
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to true peace, becauſe they have known 
their feet to be turned into it, by the 
mighty arm and power of the I. ord, 
which has wrought a willingneſs in 
them to follow and ſerve him, accord- 
ing to that ability he gives. And this 
agrees with that ſaying, Thy people 
„ ſhall be willing in 8 day of thy 
power, Pa Cx. 3. pos he has, 
by his power, enabled a yah to 
walk in his way, though. a way of 
ſelf-denial, ſtep by ſtep; and theſe, 
whether men or women, have witneſſed 
a learning in ſilence, as they have thus 
waited and rightly come to learn of 
Chriſt Jeſus, their heavenly hufband : 
he has opened his everlaſting way and 
truth unto their ſouls, and even con- 
ſtrained them, by his overcoming love, 
to declare of 1t to others, which has 
been done at.times in fear and trem- 
bling, and much ſelf-denial. Such 
wamen are not of thoſe the apoſtle had 
_ occaſion to reprove: for we are far 
from uſurping authority over the men, 
but in true ſubjection remain, depend- 
ing upon the Lord our ſtrength, and 
waiting for the authority of his holy 
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power, which calls to this great work, 


and carries it on, both in ſons and 


daughters, to the praiſe of his great 


name, and the comfort and encourage- 


ment of poor longing ſouls, that they 
may come alſo and enjoy for them- 


ſelves, that which will nouriſh up unto 
everlaſting life. Such women as theſe 
the law allowed of, and the apoſtle | 
allowed of, as might be more fully 
proved out of the Holy Scriptures. 
For they who allow not womens 
propheſying, preaching, or praying, 
muſt conſequently conclude, that the 
Lord's regard to them is leſſened, and 
his love in meaſure withdrawn from 


them ; for it is evident, by the texts I 
have mentioned, that he made his mind 
known to women in ancient days, and 


they ſpoke in his word to his people; 
and as their counſe] was taken, the 
Lord enabled his people to overcome 


their enemies. But, blefled be the 


name of the Lord, there is a remnant 
in this day, who have been made par- 
takers of his mercy, and can ſay he is 
the ſame that ever he was, in regard 
and love to all his people, male and 

| female; ; 
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female; God unchangeable, bleſſed 


in himſelf and in his Son Jeſus Chriſt | 


for ever. 


p might enlarge on this ſubject be- 
yond the bounds of a letter, ſhould I 
at large obſerve, how Jeſus Chriſt our 


Lord converſed with, and uſed the 


ſervice of women before he was offered 
up ; how his firſt appearing, after his 


reſurrection, was unto a woman; and 


alſo, how Paul commended divers wo- 
men, and tells how helpful they were 
to him, and intreated his true yoke- 
fellow to help thoſe women who la- 
boured with him in the goſpel ; Phil. 


iv. 3. which for brevity I omit, and 


ſhall draw towards a concluſion, ear- 
neſtly deſiring the Lord may open thy 
underſtanding, both in this thing, and 
in all others which concern thy ever- 
laſting well-being. If I had: room, I 
ſhould be willing to tell thee a little of 
my own experience in ſeveral reſpects, 
but am more deſirous to have a little 
converſation with thee, 1f opportunity 
admits.

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| proceed | in our voyage; but the wind 
continuing contrary, and their quar- 
terly- meeting drawing on, friends per- 
ſuaded me earneſtly to ſtay that meet- 
ing. On deliberate conſideration, I 
found freedom in my mind to conſent 
thereto, the wind {till continuing con- 
trary. The meeting being to be held 
at : Carliſle, my companion met me 
there, and many friends came. A large 
and good meeting it was, being over- 
ſhadowed with the power of truth in a 
good degree, though much diſturbed 
by ſeveral who were poſſeſſed with a 
ranting unruly oppoſite ſpirit; but 
the governor of the city underſtanding 
how they diſturbed the meeting, ſent 
his officers to take them away.

On 
firſt-day we had large meetings, where 
the teſtimony of truth had free paſſage. 
We were comforted one in another, 
and bleſſed the Lord, who is making 
his people, who abide in his own Spi- 
rit, dear to one another, of whatſoever 
nation they are. 


We ſtaid about ten days in Dublin, 
and had ſeven meetings, wherein we 
had good and comfortable opportuni- 
ties; and leaving that city, went to
